No special study of State Roads 
has been made on our part, as the 
Republican candidate states, he has 
made, nor do we see that it is nec- 
essary for any special study unless 
there is some expectation of taking 
up the construction.

cutor of the Christians, more so than 
those who are now persecuting him,

operation of the Farm Loan Act, and 
to furnish the Board with informa- 
tion about the farm loan needs of the 
state. 'It has also asked interested 
cities to present their claims for the 
location of one of the twelve Federal 
Land Banks. 


Farmers will be asked to give in 


formation regarding the prevailing 
rates of interest on first mortgagi 
loans; the difficulty of getting exten 
sions; the rate of commissions charg 
ed; the development of farms as af 
fected by credit; farm tenantry as 
affected by the ability of tenants to 
borrow; and any other fact that wil 
give the Board an understanding o 
the farm needs of the state. 


The new. Federal Farm Loan Act 


provides a way for the farmer or 
prospective farmer to borrow money 
on long time mortgages at actual 
cost. 
The government provides the 


machinery for assembling capital to 
be loaned to farm owners or prospec- 
tive farm owners. The loan's may run 
up to 50 per cent, of the value of the 
land used as security and 20 per 
cent, of the value of the improve- 
ments. The loans will be made at a 
low rate of interest not yet determin- 
ed, but it will be less than 6 per 
cent. Provision is made for the bor- 
rower to pay off the debt, interest, 
and principal through periods of from 
five to forty year,s, at his own option. 


The legislation is expected to prove 


a great boom to those sectlons'of the 
country where farm development has 
been retarded because of high inter- 
est rates, and it is predicted that it 
•Will tend to make agricultural pros- 
perity permanent and uniform, stabi- 
lize and equalize interest rates, and 
greatly improve the condition of the 
farmer. 


The nation-wide interest in the pro- 


vision of the bill is indicated by the 
fact that more than 100,000 inquires 
have come to the Treasury Depart- 
ment for information about it. Sec-

Comprehensive Survey Shows That 


in Practically Every Community in 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia and 
Delaware, There is a Demand for 
Labor Beyond That Locally Avail- 
able. 
The United States Employment 


Service, whose offices in Philadelphia 
were recently transferred from the 


• Keystone Building to Nos. 132-4-6 


South Third Street, continues to find 
great difficulty in -securing men in 
sufficient numbers to satisfy thewants- 
of employers. 


"There seems to "be absolutely no 


let up in the demand lor workers in 
almost every line of industry," ac- 
cording to Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion, 
Elmer E. Greenwalt, under 


whose supervision the Federal Gov- 
•ernment's Employment Service is 
conducted in the States of Pennsy- 
lvania, West Virginia and Delaware. 
"At the close of the fiscal year which 
ended June 30, 1916," continued the
